A map in the centre of the booklet will 
show you these divisions and also the 
locations of each city, town or village 
mentioned in the directory. There is a 
classified index at the back to direct you 
according to the kind of work done by 
each craftsman and also, for those who 
are interested, a list of most of the 
Craft Guilds and Organizations in the
